1-  leased  Premises,.  Lessor,  (n  consideration  of  a  cash  bonus  in  hand  paid  by  Lessee,  the  royalties  herein  provided, 
and  the  covenants,  agreements  and  obligations  of  Lessee  herein  contained,  and  subject  to  the  conditions  and 
limitations  hereinafter  set  forth,  hereby  leases  and  lets,  exclusively  unto  Lessee,  fur  the  purpose  of  exploring,  drilling 
for,  producing,  and  marketing  of)  and  gas,  the  land  in  Tarrant  County,  Texas,  described  in  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto 
and  incorporated  herein  by  reference  (and  referred  to  herein  as  "Said  Land."  the  'Property.*  or  the  "Leased 
Premises").  The  Leased  Premises  shall  include  aU  strips  and  gores,  streets,  easements,  highways  and  alleyways 
adjacent  thereto.  Lessor  agrees  to  execute  at  Lessee's  request  any  additional  or  supplemental  instruments  reasonably 
necessary  for  a  more  complete  or  accurate  description  of  the  leased  premises.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the 
amount  of  any  shut-in  royalties  hereunder,  the  number  of  gross  acres  specified  on  Exhflbit  A  shall  be  deemed  correct, 
whether  actually  more  or  less. 

2,  Term.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  contained  herein,  this  Lease  shall  be  for  a  term  of  thirty-sa  (36)  months  from 
the  date  hereof  (the  "primary  term"),  and  for  as  long  thereafter  as  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  are 
produced  In  paying  quantities  from  the  Leased  Premises  or  from  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  this  Lease  is  otherwise 
maintained  in  effect  pursuant  to  the  provisions  hereof. 

3-  Option  Clause.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein,  Lessee  is  hereby  granted  the  exclusive  option,  to  be 
exercised  prior  to  the  date  which  this  Lease  or  any  portion  thereof  would  expire  in  accordance  with  its  terms  and 
provisions,  of  extending  this  Lease  for  an  additional  period  of  two  (2)  years  as  to  an  or  any  portion  of  the  acreage  of  me 
Leased  Premises.  The  only  action  required  by  Lessee  to  exerefse  this  option  being  payment  to  Lessor  of  an  additional 
consideration  of  the  sum  equal  to  the  original  cash  bonus  paid  to  Lessor  as  a  bonus  for  signing  the  Lease,  which 
payment  shall  cover  the  entire  two  (2)  year  extended  primary  term.  Should  this  option  be  exercised  as  herein  provided, 
it  shad  be  considered  for  ail  purposes  as  though  this  Lease  originally  provided  for  a  primary  term  of  five  (5)  years.  If 
this  Lease  is  extended  as  to  only  a  portion  of  the  acreage  then  covered  thereby.  Lessee  shaH  designate  such  portion  by 
a  recordable  instrument 

4.  Minerals  Covered.  For  purposes  of  this  Lease,  "oil  and  gas"  means  oi),  gas  and  other  Bquid  and  gaseous 
hydrocarbons  and  their  constituent  elements  produced  through  a  well  bore.  "Oif*  includes  an  condensate,  distillate  and 
other  liquid  and  gaseous  hydrocarbons  produced  through  a  well  bore.  "Gas"  includes  helium,  carbon  dioxide  and  other 
commercial  gases,  as  wed  as  hydrocarbon  gases.  Expressly  excluded  from  this  Lease  are  lignite,  coal,  sulfur  and  other 
lace  minerals.  Lessee  shall  have  no  rights  to  water  in,  on,  or  under  lands  of  Lessor. 

5-  Royalty,  Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  shaB  be  paid  by  Lessee  to 
Lessor  as  follows:  (a)  for  oH  and  other  Bquid  hydrocarbons  separated  at  Lessee's  separator  facilities,  the  royalty  shall 
be  twenty  five  percent  (25%)  of  such  production,  to  be  delivered  at  Lessee's  option  to  Lessor  at  the  wellhead  or  to 
Lessor's  credit  at  the  oil  purchaser's  transportation  facilities,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to 
purchase  such  production  at  the  wellhead  market  price  then  prevailing  in  the  same  field  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price 
then  prevailing  in  the  same  field,  then  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  Is  such  a  prevailing  price)  for  production  of 
similar  grade  and  gravity;  and  (b)  tor  gas  (including  casinghead  gas)  and  all  other  substances  covered  hereby,  the 
royalty  shall  be  twenty  five  percent  (25%)  of  the  proceeds  realized  by  Lessee  from  the  sale  thereof,  computed  at  the 
point  of  sale,  provided  that  Lessee  shall  have  the  continuing  right  to  purchase  such  production  at  the  prevaiBng 
wellhead  market  price  paid  for  production  of  similar  quality  in  the  same  nek)  (or  if  there  is  no  such  price  then  prevailing 
in  the  same  field,  then  in  the  nearest  field  in  which  there  is  such  a  prevafling  price)  pursuant  to  comparable  purchase 
contracts  entered  into  on  the  same  or  nearest  preceding  date  as  the  date  on  which  Lessee  commences  its  purchases 
hereunder. 

Royalties  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substances  produced  and  saved  hereunder  which  are  processed  in  a  processing  plant 
in  which  Lessee,  or  an  affiliate  of  Lessee,  has  a  direct  or  indirect  interest,  shall  be  calculated  based  upon  the  highest  of 
the  proceeds  received  or  the  market  value  of  the  products  so  processed.  Similarly,  on  oil,  gas  and  other  substance 
produced  and  saved  hereunder  which  are  sold  to  Lessee,  or  an  affiliate  of  Lessee,  royalties  shall  be  paid  based  upon 
the  higher  of  the  market  value  of  the  products  so  sold  and  the  proceeds  received  by  Lessee  for  said  products. 
Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein,  In  no  event  shall  any  of  Lessor's  royalty  bear  any  part  of  the  costs  of 
production  or  any  post-production  coats,  including  costs  of  lifting,  gathering  dehydration,  compression,  separation, 
delivery,  transportation,  manufacture,  processing,  treating  or  marketing,  or  for  construction,  operation  or  depreciation  of 
any  plant  or  other  facility  or  equipment  for  processing  or  treating  oil  or  gas  produced  from  the  leased  premises  or  lands 
pooled  therewith.  In  no  event  shall  Lessor  receive  a  price  less  than  Lessee  in  sales  to  nonaffiiiates.  However,  any 
additional  transportation  cost  for  transporting  oil,  gas  or  other  products  to  a  point  of  sale  other  than  the  first  interconnect 
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with  a  non-affiliated  third  party  which  results  Hi  enhancing  the  value  of  the  marketable  oil,  gas  or  other  products  to 
receive  a  better  price  may  be  deducted  pro  rata  from  Lessor's  share  of  production  as  long  as  they  are  based  on 
Lessee's  actual  transportation  cost  In  no  event  shall  Lessor  receive  a  price  that  is  (ess  than,  or  more  than,  the  price 
received  by  Lessee  from  that  purchaser.  It  is  the  intent  of  the  parties  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  are  to  be  fully 
effective  and  enforceable  and  are  not  to  be  construed  as  'surplusage"  under  the  principles  set  forth  in  Heritage 
Resources  v,  NationsBank.  939  S.W.2d  118  (Tex  1997). 

As  used  herein,  "affiliate"  means  (i)  a  corporation,  joint  venture,  partnership  or  other  entity  that  owns  more  than  ten 
percent  (10%)  of  the  outstanding  voting  interest  of  Lessee  or  in  which  Lessee  owns  more  than  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the 
outstanding  voting  interest;  or  (a)  a  corporation,  Joint  venture,  partnership  or  other  entity  in  which,  together  with  Lessee 
more  than  ten  percent  (10%)  of  the  outstanding  voting  interest  of  both  Vie  Lessee  and  the  other  corporation,  joint 
venture  partnership  or  other  entity  is  owned  or  contra  lied  by  the  same  person  or  group  of  persons. 

Lessee  must  disburse  or  cause  to  be  disbursed  to  Lessor  its  royalty  on  production  from  a  particular  well  not  later  than 
one  hundred  twenty  (120)  days  after  the  end  of  the  month  following  first  delivery  of  gas  from  the  well  Into  the  pipeline. 
Thereafter,  Lessee  must  disburse  or  cause  to  be  disbursed  to  Lessor  by  the  last  day  of  each  month  its  royalty  on 
production  for  which  Lessee  received  payment  in  the  preceding  month,  but  in  no  event  shall  royalty  be  paid  more  than 
sixty  (60)  days  after  the  last  day  of  the  month  of  production.  If  not  paid  when  due,  Lessor's  royalty  shall  bear  interest  at 
the  maximum  lawful  rate  from  due  date  until  paid,  which  amount  Lessee  agrees  to  pay.  Acceptance  by  Lessor  of 
royalties  that  are  past  due  shall  not  act  as  a  waiver  or  estoppel  of  its  right  to  receive  interest  due  thereon  unless  Lessor 
expressly  so  provides  in  writing  signed  by  Lessor. 

The  receipt  by  Lessee,  or  Lessee's  operator,  from  a  purchaser  or  a  pipeline  company  of  proceeds  of  production  tor 
distribution  to  Lessor  will  not  result  in  Lessee,  or  Lessee's  operator,  acquiring  legal  or  equitable  title  to  those  proceeds, 
but  Lessee,  or  Lessee's  operator,  win  at  all  times  hold  the  proceeds  in  trust  tor  the  benefit  of  Lessor.  Notwithstanding 
the  Insolvency,  bankruptcy,  or  other  business  failure  of  a  purchaser  of  production  from  Said  Land  or  pipeline  company 
transporting  production  from  Said  Land,  Lessee  will  remain  liable  for  payment  to  Lessor  for,  and  agrees  to  pay  Lessor 
all  royalties  due  Lessor  together  with  interest  if  not  timely  paid.  Lessor  retains  the  right  to  terminate  the  Lease  for 
failure  to  pay  royalties,  after  a  period  of  written  notice  and  opportunity  to  cure  which  shall  not  exceed  sixty  (60)  days. 

Gas  produced  from  Said  Land  or  pooled  unit  that  Said  Land  is  included  therewith  shall  not  be  commingled  with  gas 
produced  from  any  other  lands  prior  to  the  point  where  the  gas  produced  from  this  Lease  passes  through  the  meter 
which  wffi  measure  the  gas  for  calculating  the  payment  made  by  the  purchaser  of  gas  production. 

6.  Shut-m  Royalty.  If  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term  or  any  time  thereafter  one  or  more  wells  on  foe  leased  premises  or 
lands  pooled  therewith  are  capable  of  producing  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby  in  paying  quantities,  but 
such  well  or  wefls  are  either  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  such  wall  or  wells  shall 
nevertheless  be  deemed  to  be  producing  In  paying  quantities  for  the  purpose  of  maintaining  this  Lease.  A  well  that  has 
been  drilled  but  not  traced  shall  be  deemed  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities.  If  tor  a  period  of  ninety  (90) 
consecutive  days  such  well  or  wells  are  shut-in  or  production  therefrom  Is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee,  then  Lessee  shall 
pay  shut-m  royalty  of  twenty  five  dollars  ($25.00)  per  acre  then  covered  by  this  Lease  on  or  before  the  end  of  said  90- 
day  period  and  thereafter  on  or  before  each  anniversary  of  the  end  of  said  90-day  period  while  the  well  or  wells  are 
shut-in  or  production  therefrom  is  not  being  sold  by  Lessee;  provided,  however,  that  If  this  Lease  is  otherwise  being 
maintained  by  operations,  or  if  production  is  being  sold  by  Lessee  from  another  well  or  wells  on  the  leased  premises  or 
lands  pooled  therewith,  no  shut-in  royarty  shaH  be  due  until  the  end  of  the  90-day  period  next  following  cessation  of 
such  operations  or  production.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein,  it  is  expressly  understood  and  agreed 
that  after  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term,  Lessee  shall  not  have  the  right  to  continue  this  Lease  in  force  by  payment 
of  shut-In  royalty  for  more  than  one  single  period  of  up  to  two  (2)  consecutive  years. 


7-  F^ymente.  All  shut-in  or  other  royalty  payments  under  this  Lease  shall  be  paid  or  tendered  to  Lessor  at  the  address 
in  Exhibit  A  attached  hereto,  or  at  such  address  or  to  Lessor's  credit  at  such  depository  institution  as  Lessor  may 
provide  written  notice  of  from  time  to  time.  All  payments  or  tenders  may  be  made  by  check  or  electronic  transfer. 


8.  Continuous  Drilling  Obligations.  If  Lessee  drills  a  we!)  which  is  incapable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  (a  "dry 
hole-}  on  the  Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith,  or  if  all  production  (whether  or  not  in  paying  quantities) 
permanently  ceases  from  any  cause,  including  a  revision  of  unit  boundaries  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  Section  9  or 
the  action  of  any  governmental  authority,  then  In  the  event  this  Lease  is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in  force  it  shall 
nevertheless  remain  in  force  if  Lessee  commences  operations  for  reworking  an  existing  well  or  for  drilling  an  additional 
well  or  for  otherwise  obtaining  or  restoring  production  on  the  Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith  within  ninety 
(90)  days  after  completion  of  operations  on  such  dry  hole  or  within  ninety  (90)  days  after  such  cessation  of  all 
production.  If  at  the  end  of  the  primary  term,  or  at  any  time  thereafter,  this  Lease  Is  not  otherwise  being  maintained  in 
force  but  Lessee  is  then  engaged  in  drilling,  reworking  or  any  other  operations  reasonably  calculated  to  obtain  or 
restore  production  therefrom,  this  Lease  shall  remain  in  force  so  long  as  any  one  or  more  of  such  operations  are 
prosecuted  with  no  cessation  of  more  than  ninety  (90)  consecutive  days,  and  if  any  such  operations  results  in  the 
production  of  oil  or  gas  or  other  substances  covered  hereby,  as  long  thereafter  as  there  is  production  in  paying 
quantities  from  the  Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith.  After  completion  of  a  well  capable  of  producing  in 
paying  quantities  hereunder,  Lessee  shaH  drill  such  additional  wells  on  the  Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled  therewith 
as  a  reasonably  prudent  operator  would  drill  under  the  same  or  simitar  circumstances  (a)  to  develop  the  Leased 
Premises  as  to  formations  then  capable  of  producing  in  paying  quantities  on  the  Leased  Premises  or  lands  pooled 
therewith,  or  (b)  to  protect  the  Leased  Premises  from  uncompensated  drainage  by  any  wen  or  wells  located  on  other 
lands  not  pooled  therewith.  There  shall  be  no  covenant  to  drill  exploratory  wells  or  any  additional  wells  except  as 
expressly  provided  herein. 

9-  Pooling.  Leasee  shall  have  the  right  but  not  the  obligation  to  pool  ell  or  any  part  of  the  Leased  Premises  or  interests 
therein  with  any  other  lands  or  interests,  and  as  to  any  or  ail  substances  covered  by  this  tease,  either  before  or  after  the 
conrniericement  of  production,  whenever  Lessee  deems  it  necessary  or  proper  to  do  so  in  order  to  prudently  develop  or 
operate  the  Leased  Premises,  whether  or  not  similar  pooling  authority  exists  with  respect  to  such  other  lands  or 
interests;  provided,  however,  that  the  entire  Leased  Premises  covered  by  this  Lease,  shall  be  included  in  any  unit 
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created  pursuant  to  toe  pooling  authority  granted  herein.  The  unit  formed  by  such  pooling  for  an  oil  well  which  is  not  a 
horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  eighty  (80)  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage  tolerance  of  ten  percent  (10%)  and 
for  a  gas  well  or  a  horizontal  completion  shall  not  exceed  six  hundred  forty  (640)  acres  plus  a  maximum  acreage 
tolerance  of  ten  percent  (10%).  For  the  purpose  of  the  foregoing,  the  terms  "oil  weir*  and  'gas  weir  shall  have  the 
meanings  prescribed  by  applicable  law  or  the  appropriate  governmental  authority,  or  if  no  definition  Is  so  prescribed, 
"oH  weir  means  a  well  with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of  less  than  100,000  cubic  feet  per  barrel  and  "gas  weir  means  a  well 
with  an  initial  gas-oil  ratio  of  100,000  cubic  feet  or  more  per  barrel,  based  on  24-hour  production  test  conducted  under 
normal  producing  conditions  using  standard  lease  separator  facilities  or  equivalent  testing  equipment  and  horizontal 
completion"  means  a  well  in  which  the  horizontal  component  of  the  gross  interval  in  the  reservoir  exceeds  the  vertical 
component  thereof.  In  exercising  its  pooling  rights  hereunder,  within  ninety  (90)  days  of  first  production,  Lessee  Shan 
file  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and  stating  the  effective  date  of  pooling  which  may  be  retroactive 
to  first  productioR  in  the  event  Lessor's  acreage  is  included  in  a  well,  at!  of  Lessor's  acreage  snaB  be  included. 
Production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  anywhere  on  a  unit  which  includes  the  leased  premises  shaH  be  treated  as 
if  it  were  production,  drilling  or  reworking  operations  an  the  leased  premises,  except  that  the  production  on  which 
Lessor's  royalty  is  calculated  shall  be  that  proportion  of  the  total  unit  production  which  the  mineral  acres  covered  by  this 
Lease  and  included  in  the  unit  bears  to  the  total  number  of  mineral  acres  included  in  the  unit 

Pooling  in  one  or  more  instances  shaH  not  exhaust  Lessee's  pooling  lights  hereunder,  and  Lessee  shall  have  the 
recurring  right  but  not  the  obligation  to  revise  any  unit  formed  hereunder  by  expansion  or  contraction  or  both,  either 
before  or  after  commencement  of  production,  in  order  to  conform  to  the  well  spacing  or  density  pattern  prescribed  or 
permitted  by  the  governmental  authority  having  Jurisdiction,  or  to  conform  to  any  productive  acreage  determination 
made  by  such  governmental  authority.  In  making  such  a  revision,  Lessee  shall  fOe  of  record  a  written  declaration 
describing  the  revised  unit  and  stating  the  effective  date  of  revision.  If  the  leased  premises  are  included  in  or  excluded 
from  the  unit  by  virtue  of  such  revision,  the  proportion  of  unit  production  on  which  royalties  are  payable  hereunder  shall 
thereafter  be  adjusted  accordingly.  In  the  absence  of  production  in  paying  quantities  from  a  unit  or  upon  permanent 
cessation  thereof,  Lessee  may  terminate  the  unit  by  filing  of  record  a  written  declaration  describing  the  unit  and  stating 
the  date  of  termination  Pooling  hereunder  shall  not  constitute  a  cross-conveyance  of  interests. 

10.  Assignment  The  interest  of  either  Lessor  or  Lessee  hereunder  may  be  assigned,  devised  or  otherwise  transferred 
in  whole  or  in  part  by  area  and/or  by  depth  or  zone,  and  the  rights  and  obligations  of  the  parties  hereunder  shall  extend 
to  their  respective  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  administrators,  successors  and  assigns;  provided,  however,  if  Lessee  is 
to  assign  any  part  of  this  Lease  it  shall  give  written  notice  and  a  copy  of  any  assignment  to  the  Lessor  within  sixty  (60) 
days  of  assignment  with  the  exception  of  assignments  being  made  to  Chesapeake  Exploration,  L.P.,  its  officers, 
directors,  and/or  affiliates.  No  change  in  Lessor's  ownership  shall  have  the  effect  of  reducing  the  rights  or  enlarging  the 
obligations  of  Lessee  hereunder,  and  no  change  in  ownership  shall  be  binding  on  Lessee  until  thirty  (30)  days  after 
Lessee  has  been  furnished  the  original  or  certified  or  duly  authenticated  copies  of  the  documents  establishing  such 
change  of  ownership  to  the  reasonable  satisfaction  of  Lessee  or  until  Lessor  has  satisfied  the  notification  requirements 
contained  in  Lessee's  usual  form  of  division  order. 

11-  Release  and  Vertical  Puah  Clause.  Lessee  may,  at  any  time  and  from  time  to  time,  deliver  to  Lessor  a  file  of 
record  written  release  of  this  Lease  as  to  a  full  or  undivided  interest  in  all  or  any  portion  of  the  area  covered  by  this 
Lease  or  any  depths  or  zones  thereunder,  and  shall  thereupon  be  relieved  of  all  obligations  thereafter  arising  with 
respect  to  me  interest  so  released.  If  Lessee  releases  all  or  an  undivided  interest  in  less  than  all  of  the  area  covered 
hereby,  Lessee's  obligation  to  pay  or  tender  shut-in  royalties  shaH  be  proportionately  reduced  in  accordance  with  the 
net  acreage  interest  retained  hereunder.  In  any  event  upon  term  nation  of  this  Lease,  Lessee,  its  successors  or 
assigns  shall  deliver  to  Lessor  a  recorded  release  within  sixty  (60)  days  as  to  such  portion  or  portions  of  this  Lease 
which  have  terminated  under  the  terms  of  this  Lease.  Upon  the  expiration  of  the  primary  term  of  this  Lease,  upon  the 
expiration  of  any  extension  or  renewal  of  the  primary  term,  or  after  cessation  of  operations  as  provided  herein, 
whichever  occurs  last  this  Lease  shall  terminate  as  to  all  rights  tying  below  one  hundred  feet  (100*)  below  either  (1)  the 
deepest  depth  drilled  in  any  wed  drilled  on  the  leased  premises  or  on  lands  pooled  therewith  or  (2)  the  strafigraphic 
equivalent  of  the  base  of  the  Bamett  Shale  formation  producing  or  capable  of  producing  in  any  wed  drilled  on  the 
leased  premises  or  on  lands  pooled  therewith,  whichever  is  the  deepest  provided,  however,  if  Lessee  is  then  engaged 
in  operations  on  the  leased  premises  or  on  lands  pooled  therewith,  this  Lease  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  as  to 
all  depths  so  long  as  no  more  than  ninety  (90)  days  elapse  between  operations. 

12.  No  Surface  Use.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in  this  Lease,  Lessee  shall  not  enter  upon  the  surface 
of,  cross  over,  place  any  structure  or  building  upon  or  conduct  any  operations  (Including  but  not  fimited  to 
geophysical/seismic  operations)  on  the  Leased  Premises  or  within  six  hundred  feet  (600')  of  the  Leased  Premises  or 
any  other  residential  structure  located  within  the  same  subdivision  or  neighborhood  addition  as  the  Leased  Premises. 
Lessee  shall  only  develop  the  leased  premises  by  pooling,  as  provided  herein,  or  by  directional  or  horizontal  drilling 
commenced  from  a  surface  location  on  other  lands.  Notwithstanding  anythtog  to  the  contrary  in  the  Lease,  Lessee  has 
no  right  to  drill  horizontally,  vertically,  or  at  an  angle  under  the  Leased  Premises  at  any  depth  that  less  than  three 
hundred  (300)  feet  below  the  surface.  Lessee  has  no  right  to  pipe,  transmit  or  transport  gas  under  the  Leased 
Premises  at  any  depth  that  is  less  man  three  hundred  (300)  feet  below  the  surface.

When  drilling,  reworking,  production  or  other  operations  are  prevented  or  delayed  by 
such  laws,  rules,  regulations  or  orders,  or  by  inability  to  obtain  necessary  permits,  equipment,  services,  material,  water, 
electricity,  fuel,  access  or  easements,  or  by  fire,  flood,  adverse  weather  conditions,  war,  sabotage,  rebellion, 
insurrection,  riot,  strike  or  labor  disputes,  or  by  inability  to  obtain  a  satisfactory  market  for  production  or  failure  of 
purchasers  or  carriers  to  take  or  transport  such  production,  or  by  any  other  cause  not  reasonably  within  Lessee's 
control,  this  Lease  shaH  not  terminate  because  of  such  prevention  or  delay.  Lessee  shaB  not  be  liable  for  breach  of 
any  express  or  implied  covenants  of  this  Lease  when  drilling,  production  or  other  operations  are  so  prevented,  delayed 
or  interrupted.  Lessee  shaH  take  all  reasonable  actions  to  remove  or  end  any  cause  of  force  majeure  as  soon  as 
reasonably  possible.  In  no  event  shall  tills  Lease  be  perpetuated  by  an  event  of  force  majeure  for  a  period  of  more 
than  one  (1)  consecutive  year  or  three  (3)  years  of  cumulative  time.  No  obligation  of  Lessee  to  pay  money  that  has

Lessee  shall  use  the  highest  degree  of  care  and  all  reasonable  safeguards  to  prevent 
contamination  or  pollution  of  any  environmental  medium,  including  soil,  surface  waters,  groundwater,  sediments,  and 
surface  or  subsurface  strata,  ambient  as-  or  any  other  environmental  medium  in,  on,  or  under,  Said  Lands  or  lands 
pooled  therewith,  by  any  waste,  pollutant,  or  contaminant  Lessee  shaH  not  bring  or  permit  to  remain  on  Said  Lands  or 
lands  pooled  therewith  any  asbestos  containing  materials,  explosives,  toxic  materials,  or  substances  regulated  as 
hazardous  wastes,  hazardous  materials,  hazardous  substances  (as  the  term  "Hazardous  Substance*  ts  defined  In  the 
Comprehensive  Environmental  Response  Compensation  and  Liability  Act  {CERCLA),  42  U.S.  C.  Sections  9601,  et 
seq.)  or  toxic  substances  under  any  federal,  state  or  local  law  or  regulation  {'Hazardous  Materials*),  except  ordinary 
products  commonly  used  in  connection  with  oB  and  gas  exploration  and  development  operations  and  stored  in  the 
usual  manner  and  quantities.
